By Sherman—To provide that all [ar­ 
sons on the pension rolls for the loss of a 
limb or limbs shall bo entitled to receive 
arrears of pension from the date of dis­ 
charge or disability. 
By Sherman—To fix the amount of 
United States bonds to be required ol 
nations! banks. 
(SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 
- 
W ashington, January 5th.—Mitchell of 
Pennsylvania, rrom the Committee on Pen­ 
sions, reported a bill granting a pension of 
$5,000 a year to the widow of General John 
A. Logan, ar.d asked for its immediate 
consideration, but under an objection by 
Coke, the bill went over until to-morrow. 
At 2 o’clock the Senate took up the con­ 
ference report on the interstate commerce 
bill and was addressed by Piatt. He op­ 
posed the conference report, and advocated 
its rejection solely for the reason that it 
prohibited pooling. In all other respects 
he favored the compromise bill. 
McPherson offered a resolution calling 
on the Secretary of the Treasury fora state­ 
ment of the indebtedness of the Pacific 
Railroad Companies to the Government on 
January 1, 1887. 
After a long debate the matter went over 
until to-morrow. 
THE HOUSE. 
AsniKGTON, January 5th.—In the House 
to-day, Morrow of California presented a 
petition from James A. Garfield Post. G. A. 
Iv., in favor of ibe Edmunds and Tucker 
anti-polygamy bill. Referred. 
The Speaker laid before the House the 
following communication :

The communication was laid on the ta­ 
ble on motion of Herbert of Alabama. 
The House went into Committee of the 
Whole, Springer of Illinois in the chair on 
the bill for the consolidation of certain 
Bureaus of the Navy Department. There- 
mainder of the afternoon was consumed in 
the reading of the majority and minority 
reports, and without action the committee 
rose and the House adjourned.

The only 
point where work was eoutinued to-day 
was at Port Richmond, on the Delaware.

B e rlin , January 5th.—Emperor Will­ 
iam, in reply to congratulations from the 
Prussian Kaluga Regiment, ot which he i-s 
honorary Colonel, sent ihe following tele­ 
gram : " I was not disappointed in my ex­ 
pectation that my faithful Kaluga Regi­ 
ment would remember the eightieth 
anniversary of my cn'ry into the army. 
I received with pleasure the good wishes 
expressed in connection with so excep­ 
tional a jubilee. I shall preserve my at­ 
tachment to the regiment until the last 
moment of my life.” 
The Official Gazette publishes the follow­ 
ing letter from Emperor William to Crown 
Prince Frederick William: “ Tlie army 
knows how near it has always been to my 
heart, and will understand what feelings 
stir us at the thought of my having be 
longed to it for fully eighty years and of 
the changes undergone with me during 
that period. At the time of my entry into 
the army it lay beaten back to ihe furthest 
confines of Ihe Kingdom, after the severest 
blow Prussia ever sustained. 
But the 
soldierly spirit which our glorious fore­ 
fathers implanted in it remained unbroken, 
and soon put forth new shoots. This was 
proved in those wars of liberation—the no­ 
blest remembrance of my youth. This 
spirit the army preserved through its honest 
labors in a long period of peace, and its 
glorious deeds in recent times show that the 
ea.ue spirit has been upheld in full strength. 
I have seen many cliungesin outward form 
of the army in the generations that have 
'passed under my eyes, hut in its inmost 
heart and feelings the army has not 
changed, placing a sense of honor and duty 
before all else. It greatly rejoices me 
to be permitted to speak thus to the army, 
and tu be able to say that during these 
eighty years we have assuredly belonged to 
one another, fully and unreservedly. 
I 
thank the army for its loyalty and devo­ 
tion to duty, and until my last breath those 
feelings of love and gratitude will remain 
tha most vivid feelings of my heart.”

Cndt-t-paid Yl*¡n W ho N either Strike Nor 
Com plain. 
Professional men, merchants and busi­ 
ness men generally, ate, in a large measure, 
responsible for the dissatisfaction over 
wages prevalent among the working classes. 
It has been the fashion and the rule for a 
good many years for lawyers, physicians 
and other men in the professions io exag­ 
gerate their earnings. If they did not ex­ 
aggerate they were reluctant to admit that 
they were -not receiving big salaries, ami 
their mode of living and dressing left the 
impression that they were earning a great 
deal more than the taets would show. Mm 
in business and the professions are secretive 
as to what they earn, if the amount does 
not justify display. A young lawyer start­ 
ing in business, or a reporter on a news­ 
paper, or a clerk, iu a mercantile establish­ 
ment, says nothing as to his salary, and lie 
makes no complaint to the public if the 
amount is inadequate to his support. His 
silence is interpreted to mean' that he is 
doingwel), whereas could the facts be ascer­ 
tained he is probably not doing as weil as 
many a good mechanic, who receives more 
money a week, and who has no hesitation 
in proclaiming that he is dissatisfied with 
the amount. 
The rule of making a parade of doing 
well when the circumstances didnotjus- 
tiiy it has encouraged the belief among 
mechanics and farmers and laboring men 
generally that all tren in the profession 
had easy times, making a good deal of 
money without much effort. 'This belief 
has carried hundreds of young men into 
the professions, who. bad they known the 
real facts, would have gone elsewhere to 
work out the problem of life. While the 
laboring men have been grumbling about 
their wages, clerks and others receiving no 
more money for as hard work, have gone 
on doing all they could to create the im­ 
pression that they were doing extremely 
well. In short, too much has been -aid 
about the wages of mechanics and too 
little about Ihe wages of others. 
A great many lawyers are paid very large 
fees, and these large fees in one case be­ 
come a standard of judgment for all law­ 
yers. If the truth could be known it 
would be found that (he salaries of the 
1,800 lawyers in Chicago do not average 
more per year than the wages paid to many 
skilled workmen. 
Newspaper men in 
many cases receive large salaries, but group 
the newspai>er workers together and the 
average wages will not be greater, prob­ 
ably, than those received by tlie high grade 
men employed at the Stock Yards. The 
men at the Stock Yards or the mechanics 
employed in any trade work six days a 
week, while the newspaper men work 
seven. Mechanics and laborers generally 
work a stipulated number of hours per 
day. 
Newspaper men wotk as they are 
ordered, day or night. In some way the 
impression prevails that newspaper men 
are well paid, aud that the men at the 
Stock Yards are not. This is the fault 
probably of the newspaper men them­ 
selves, just as in another ease it is the fault 
of the lawyers, and in another case the 
fault of the merchants, who in some wav 
endeavor to create the impression ttiat 
their margin of profit is large. 
But mere dissatisfaction with condition 
or with pay is not in itself a had thing. 
The desire to do better, to earn more 
money, to have more influence, to secure 
the refinements of life is a wholesome one. 
If the truth had been told about profes­ 
sional work years ago, if professional men 
had been as trank in their statements as 
the laboring people, the professions would 
to-day not be overcrowded as they are, and 
there would be less dissatisfaction amona 
non-professional workers. 
Buys would 
have been more contented on the farm and 
more contented in the trades.—Ciiicaya 
Inter-Ocean.

SUBSTITUTES FOR THE CAUCUS. 
To the proposing of remedies for the 
evils of the “ caucus ” there is seemingly 
no end. Out of the many suggested spe­ 
cifics there has l>een application of none as 
yet with us. The whole reform question 
as related to the caucus is, indeed, still in 
the wilderness of theory. The latest prop­ 
osition is elaborated by R. II. Dana in the 
Forum for January. His “ substitute ” for 
the caucus is to stop the supply of offices 
and monet, which can only be done by 
civil service reform. England is cited as 
an example of what may Ik* done in this 
direction, Sir Henry James’ Act (1883) 
defining what are illegal election acts and 
expenditures, having proved entirely suc­ 
cessful. 
If the American people are perfectly 
honest with themselves, they must confess 
that the party caucus precedent to the pri­ 
mary is, in nine cases out of ten, non-rep­ 
resentative of the voice of the men of the 
party. It is a means to the end of select­ 
ing delegates to conventions, or of select­ 
ing nominees direct, but the largest part 
played by the mass of the voters is in 
choosing by ballot from among candidates 
only the few, and those the most selfishly 
and grossly interested, have put forward. 
Now, any system that fails to be repre­ 
sentative of the majority voice of the peo- 
people is undemocratic and inconsistent 
with a republican form of government. 
It logically follows that either it or the 
form of government must give way.' To 
that crisis we must come—it is simply im­ 
possible to avoid it. If Mr. Dana’s plan is 
wise and shall he agreed to, then the 
crisis will have come. 
Let us see through what preface he 
leads up to his conclusion. It is not 
necessary to ofier proof of the fact that, 
despite attempts to reform, matters have 
been growing worse in the methods of the 
people for choosing men to represent them; 
that fact, lie insists, will not l»e denied. 
It is common to rail at “ bosses,” 
and denounce corrupt u rings,” and 
“ managers,” but that is simply treating 
the matter as if we are not responsible for 
them. The real inquiry should lie. out of 
what arc they evolved; who makes the 
caucus a means to defeat popular will ? A 
man lieconies a professional politician, 
oftener than otherwise because it pavs, I>e- 
. cause heh^s a “stake” in his political 
work. We think Mr. Dana should have 
added that the mere ambition to 
wield fiower is an important factor in the 
“cause.” In the Federal Government are 
115,000 appointive office^ with £80,000,000 
of salaries attached. Most of these places 
(“an l>e used as rewards to political work­ 
ers. At o |K*r cent, the annual income of 
these offices represents a capital of $1,600,- 
0(H),000. The city patronage of New York 
amilnrly represents $10,000,000 a year. 
Other State, city and town patronage he 
places a t $130,000/000 a yea r, re j >resen t i ng a 
funded capital of$ 12,000,000,000. Add these 
to the first figures, and we have £210,000,­ 
000, representing a capital of £4,200,000,­ 
000. a sum three times as large as the 
national debt. 
1 heso prizes create the sinews of war in 
politics and keep the soldiery in training. 
Besides there is the levy hv the )K>iiticians 
uj>on private purses, rich candidates and 
the assessment of office-holders. The plun­ 
der, in controlling the ¡topular voice, is 
divided among “the boys,” and used to 
grease the ways,’ as slang has it, and 
this accomplished through ward club or­ 
ganizations, “snap caucuses (those called 
at short notice or without any), holding 
primaries or caucuses in out-of-the-way 
places, and where the average voter will 
not go, and finally bv knock-downs and 
“ fisticuffs,” as occasion may require. 
Convention work is prearranged; these 
bodies most frequently do merely what has 
been laid out for them by a small hand 
that has “ cut and dried” the “ pro­ 
gramme” Of course such use of rartv 
machinery breeds corruption; the wage 
earning family-supporting voter has no 
time to “ fight” the organized forces that 
“ manage” the machinery, lie has at­ 
tended the caucus and invariably liecn 
!»eaten, and hence declines to renew the 
effort to give effect to his political judg­ 
ment. 
Now, says Mr. Dana, if there is no 
pillage and no pay, the army of merce­ 
naries will fall'to pieces. How shall the 
u pillage and payM lie kept off? His re­ 
ply is, first, to cut off’ the supply of offices 
by extension of civil service reform 
methods; second, require candidates to 
file full accounts of election expendí tures, 
and open Courts to try election petitions, 
as in England. The law there specifies 


tion, and requires a voucher to be filed for 
every penny allowable to be expended, 
together with an exposition of the sources 
from which the money came. All pay­ 
ments must be made through an election 
agent, publicly known, and his name pul>- 
lished, and this agent is required to ac­ 
count also. A summary of all sucli ac­ 
counts is published in the newspapers, and 
the full accounts are open to inspection. 
Penalties are severe for violation of any of 
these regulations, and include deprivation 
of office, dropping from the rolls if the 
offender i ; a professional man, and, if an 
election agent, forfeiture of his license. 
Contests for violation of the regulations are 
tried on election petitions on a bond filed 
for costs. This law, in the late Parlia­ 
mentary elections, proved a complete suc­ 
cess, and Mr. Dana holds that it would 
work well here. It would be pronounced 
un-American, and as interference with 
personal liberty, but he insists that the 
[>eoplc would find in it political freedom, 
and a fair chance for every voter to be 
heard. 
The proposition of Mr. Dana is novel to 
this country. That it would be un-Ameri­ 
can is absurd* Anything is American that 
conserves liberty and justice, aud enlarges 
the capacity of the ballot. Just as the 
ballot gains in individual power, so the 
republic augments in all the elements of 
political stability. As the ballot loses its 
character the substructure of our social 
compact is weakened. We are not com­ 
mitted to the scheme regarding legal spe­ 
cification of election expenses, but it de­ 
serves the calm examination to which any 
plan of reform tried elsewhere is entitled. 
The extension of the civil service reform 
to the limitation of political patronage is 
a remedy which this journal has from the 
beginning advocated. We have grave 
doubts whether money limitation here 
would effect all Mr. Dana hopes for. It 
would not prevent the trading of ambi­ 
tions, nor eliminate, as he believes, indi­ 
rect methods of giving rewards to political 
servitors. The licensed agent would ap­ 
pear here, as in England; the unlicensed 
manipulator would, we fear, under the 
American methods of wire-pulling and eva­ 
sion of legal restraint, become more pow­ 
erful than his peer, the present acknowl­ 
edged “boss.” 


THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE BILL. 
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The Chicago Herald attempts to explain 
that the interstate commerce bill does not 
provide that a carrier shall not charge as 
much t#r a short as for a long haul, but 
that he shall not charge more in 
the aggregate. The distinction does 
not help the 
matter. 
To 
limit 
the carrier for a haul to a way sta­ 
tion to the charge that is necessitated by 
terminal competitive conditions for a 
longer haul, is simply to give all way and 
non-competitive points advantages they do 
not possess by nature or commercial right. 
In other words, the argument of the Herald 
proceeds upon the theory that the charge 
for the long haul from the jnnnt where ship 
and car part, to the point where ship and 
car meet, is the just measure for ascertain­ 
ing proper charges for hauls to intermediate 
points where ship and car do not meet. 
If the doctrine is to obtain, as 
the Herald says the hill puts it, “ that a 
road may charge as much for a short as for 
along haul,” but no more, then the per­ 
missible charge for carriage to a station 
near to the initial point might be a very 
unjust and oppressive one to the shipper, 
while the limitation to that figure for 
]K)ints nearer to the termination of the 
haul, would work equal hardship to the 
carrier. But, says the Herald, if there 
develop cases of hardship, the commission 
to be appointed will have power to sus­ 
pend the operation of the rule in such 
cases. That is to say, then, the law is to 
declare a principle assumed to be grounded 
in justice, but the operation of which indi­ 
vidual judgments may interrupt, and thus 
destroy. So easy of evasion is the pro- 
l»osed law, says the Herald, that railroad 
managers could not make one that would 
be les-» binding upon them. This is an 
erroneous statement of the hill as now 
understood, but if assumed to be true, 
then the bill is weak in being so capable 
of evasion. While it is not to be expected 
that a law for carriers will be self-execut­ 
ing, it is reasonable to ask that no laws 
encumber the statute books that are self- 
destroying. 


In a caustic and withering rebuke of 
the smutty press that published the smut­ 
tier details of English libertinism and 
aristocratic licentiousness, the San Fran­ 
cisco Alta says: “ It is n horrible and re­ 
volting thought that the owner of a news­ 
paper should openly advertise the motive 
of his debauchery of the community to be 
greed, because it increases its circulation 
and puts money iu his purse! What bet­ 
ter is he than the pimp and the proc­ 
uress?” Nothing. Indeed the latter are 
least harmful, because they operate with­ 
in a smaller field. The cnstle of the 
household may be defended against their 
assaults. But the daily press that deal in 
revolting reports which, if printed in 
octavo furm and bound in covers would 
fall under the ban of the criminal law and 
commit the publisher to prison—these find 
their way to the fireside and sting the sen­ 
sibilities of youth, harden the sentiment 
of modesty, corrupt the taste and abuse 
the virginity of innocence by moral out­ 
rage*.

At 2:05 i*, m. the Senate was called to order, 
Lieutenant-Governor Daggett presiding, and 
Lieutenant-Governor Waterman (elect) cecupy- 
ing a chair beside the President. A quorum 
present, and journal read aud approved. 
The next order of business being the nomina­ 
tions of permanent officers. Senator Clunie pre­ 
sented the name or S. M. White, of Los Angeles, 
for President pro tern., and paid the gentleman 
a high compliment as to his qualifications. 
Senator fcteele suggested the name of A. L 
Chandler, of Yuba and Sutter District. 
Upon roll-call Senator White received 26 votes, 
as against 13 for Senator Chandler, and was an­ 
nounced President pro tem. of the Senate. 
For Secretan- ot the Senate the nominees 
were Edwin >1. Hamilton, of Alameda, and 
Thomas H. Berkey, of Sacramento. Mr. Hamilton 
receiving the majority was declared elected. 
For Minute Clerks—R. B. Oullahan received 
26 votes; John H. Cochran, 26; F. J. Saxe, 13, 
and C. D. Jones, 13. The two iormer were de­ 
clared elected. 
For Sergeant-at-Arras, J. W. Wilcox, of San 
Francisco, and Robt. W. Parker, of Sacramento, 
were nominated. J. W. Wilcox was elected by 
26 to ll. 
For Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms, Thomas Cole­ 
man, of San Francisco, and Wm. P. Eldred, of 
Sacramento, were nominated. Thomas Cole­ 
man was elected. 
For Minute Clerk. Wm. F. Huestis and Frank 
A. Smith were nominated, and Huestis receiv­ 
ing the majority vote was declared elected. 
For Journal Clerk, Captain J. F. Meagher was 
elected ; also, for Enrolling Cleik, Thomas W. 
O'Neil ; Engrossing Clerk, M. F. Brace, and 
Postmistress, Miss H. E. Dixon. 
Senator Boggs offered a resolution that a com­ 
mittee of three be appointed by the Chair to in­ 
form the Governor that the Senate was organ­ 
ized, aud ready to receive any communication 
he may wish to make. Adopted, and Senators 
Boggs, Haynes and Dray appointed. 
Senator Crandall held that, under the rules 
adopted, this committee should be elected by 
the Senate, and not appointed by the Lieuten­ 
ant-Governor. 
The President thought, this being a special 
committee, the point not well taken. 
Senator Langford suggested that, being in the 
form of a resolution, it would not come under 
the head of rules. 
Senator White stated the rules contained the 
words “ unless otherwise specially ordered," 
and. as the Senate had voted its adoption, it was 
in proi>er form and consistent. 
Ihe « 'hair ncld that, as it was in the nature of 
a resolution, the appointment under it was in 
order. 
Resolutions were offered as follows : 
By Langford—That the Secretary be directed 
to Inform the Assembly that the Senate was or­ 
ganized and ready for business. Adopted. 
Also, that the President appoint a committee 
of three to prepare permaneut rules for the gov­ 
ernment of the Senate. Before the motion was 
put, Senatoj Yroomau raised the same point of 
order as made by Senator Crandall, and, as the 
Chair had decided adversely, he desired a roll- 
call, as it was virtually a suspension of the rule, 
which could not be done w ithout a two-thirds 
vote and one day’s notice. 
The President thereupon asked a few minutes* 
time iu which to consider the subject before 
making a decision. Alter deliberation, the 
opiniou of the Chair was ehanged, and the for­ 
mer ruling was rescinded. The motion was 
then withdrawn. Then, upou suggestion byjthe 
President, Senator White moved that Senators 
Boggs, Haynes and Dray be elected by the Sen­ 
ate us a committee to wait upon the Governor, 
etc. So ordered. 
By Gcsford—1That Rev. Hayden C. Christian 
be appointed by the Senate as Chaplain, at a per 
diem to be hereafter fixed. 
By Byrnes—To amend by inserting the words 
Rev. J. F. Trefren. Amendment lost and origi­ 
nal resolution adopted. 
By White—That J. J. McCarthy be appointed 
Assistant Secretary of the Senate. Adopted. 
By Jones—That L. L. Lightner and Bernard 
Landers be appointed gate-Kcei>ers. Adopted. 
By Yell—That Wm. Bond, C. J. Lansing and 
J. 1*. Rosenberg be appointed by the Sem^p as 
pages. 
senator Yroomau raised the point of order 
that under the statutes, based upon constitu­ 
tional provisions, this Senate had no right to 
appoint pages nor porters. 
Senator Clunie urgued that the Constitution 
provided that the Senate should elect all of its 
own officers, and could not see how the majority 
of the Senate could permit the Lieuteuant-Gov-, 
ornor to appoint in the face of that constitu 
tional provision. He had entertained no doubt 
but that the Senate would allow the President 
to name pages uud porters, because the statute 
so provided, but that it did not take the right 
aiway from the Senate as given by the Constitu­ 
tion, but leaves it entirely w ith the Senate. 
Senator Bowers asked the Senator if he con 
sidered "pages’' aud " porters" njfUxrs of the 
Senate, or employes, as there was a great differ­ 
ence between these terms. 
Senator Clunie claimed they were officers. 
Senator Yell read Section 7 of Article IV. of 
the Constitution, as follows: “ Each house shall 
choose its officers and judge Of their qualifica­ 
tions,” etc.. as the one to which Senator Clunie 
referred. 
Senator Wilson sa:d the old Constitution con­ 
tained the same provision as the new one—in 
fact, they were verbatim, and Se< tion 247 of the 
Political Code had not been changed by the 
new Constitution nor the Courts, and under that 
section quite aldistinctiou was drawn between 
the words "officers” aud "employes,’’ and it 
does not conflict with it in any manner. It pro­ 
vides that all officers and employes should be 
* lected by the Senate, except the Lieutenant- 
Governor and the three pages and porters, who 
were to be appointed by the Chair. 
Senator Clunie held it wras clearly unconsti­ 
tutional. and appealed to the Democratic por­ 
tion of the Senate to allow the Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor to select three pages as provided by that 
section of the Political Code. As a proposition, 
of law, he believed that the Senate under that 
constitutional provision was the proper paity to 
select all of its officers, and contended that 
without doubt a page was an officer as much so 
as the President pro tem. The only question on 
the other ride was as to the right of the Senate 
to select additional pages, it having been the 
custom and rule, and by courtesy was now ex­ 
tended to the Lieutenant-Governor. 
Senator Vrooman referred the Senator to Sec­ 
tion 8 of Article IV. of the old Constitution, as be­ 
ing the identical language contained in Section 
7 of Article IV. of the new Constitution, and by 
rales of construction os old as the law' itself, 
that where a constitution has been in force in 
a community, and a system of practice grown 
up under that system or constitution, and there­ 
after the language of that statute or section is 
incorporated into a constimtiou, the curiom 
in vogue under that section is incorporated 
into and becomes a part of the new Constitu­ 
tion or statute. Therefore under Section 8, Arti­ 
cle IV, of the old Constitution, it was the prac­ 
tice and custom of this State for the President 
of the Senate to appoint pages and porters, and 
under that provision, Section 247 of the Polit­ 
ical Code was adopt'd and in fojpe for years 
before the adoption of the new Constitution. 
And, inasmuch as the section of the new’ Con­ 
stitution is identical in language, the adoption 
of that instrument had no effect at all upon the 
s’.atute. Mr. Vrooman then read Section 247, 
calling particular attention to the last two lines, 
which read: "All pages and porters shall 
be apjMjinted by the- presiding officer.” 
Nothing being said

r mint 
be 
appointed 
by the presiding 
cfficer, unlaw ine Senate desired to act in the 
very teeth of that provision. Under this condi­ 
tion of the law and Constitution, he asked 
where the authority is to be found for the Sen­ 
ate to appoint. 
[A message was here read from the Assembly 
not if) ing the Senate of the organization of that 
body.] 
Senator Clunie. upon review ing the argument 
of Mr. Vrooman, held the statute to be uncom-ti- 
tutlonal, because it placed the power given to 
the Senate by the Constitution in another place, 
thereby defying and violating it. 
He claimed 
Hi at a page was as much an officer or attache as 
the Clerk at the desk. 
The presidiug officer inquired if a page is re­ 
quired to take the oath of office. 
Mr. ( lun.e replied in the negative, but held 
that pages were as close to the Senators as any 
other officers and could take the oath. 
The President stat’d that the Senate had a 
right to < reato such offices as it desired, but held 
that the President would have the right to ap­ 
point pages and porters under the law cited. 
Senator Crandall inquired of Senator Clunie, 
“ If the pages are officers, how is it that the 
Senate has sent a committee to inform the Gov­ 
ernor that it is organized and ready for busi­ 
ness?” 
Senator Clunie thought perhaps they might 
have been a little prematuro. 
senator White considered there were two 
branches in the question presented : one as to 
whether, under the Constitution, the Senate 
possessed the absolute power to select all of its 
attaches, whether you call them "officers” or 
“ employes." Second—Whether or not that 
power is exclusively lodged in the Senate or 
i-ODferred upou the lieutenant Governor. He 
would not assert that there was no such distinc­ 
tion as drawn by the Prerident, but the question 
to look at is, whether the person acting in a 
public p ace, or for the pub ic tas to.whether 
he is or is not sworn, not being ma­ 
terial) is an officer. 
The 
Constitution 
confers no power 
to control anything 
but officers. The place filled is a public one ; it 
is conferred by law. and the power is delegated 
bylaw. The use of the woras "officers' and 
“ employes." means nothing more than agent or 
servant 
So the matter under consideration 
means absolutely the same thing. The Con­ 
stitution confers the power to select these offi­ 
cers, and if the Constitution says “ officers,” 
employes are implied. The statute says em­ 
ployes and Officer/, and names certain offices to 
be filled, and the use of the word employes im­ 
plies officer. He held further, that the con­ 
struct ion of Section 217 should be governed by 
Section 245. 1 his section enumerates who the 
officers and employes of the Senate are, and, in 
addition. “ three piges,” three porters, ore 
postmistress, and so on. Under Section 217 all 
officers and employes of the Legislature, except 
the President of the Senate, porter and pages, 
must l»e elected by the Houses to which said 
officers arid employes are attached.” The em­ 
ployes and officers of the Senate, except por­ 
ters aud pages, must be the other officers named 
in Section 2*5, and that is the way he thought it 
was intendtd. 
Senator Vrooman then said he desired the 
Senate to adjourn. As this was a question of 
pure law, and ip order that the majority of 
ihe Senate might decide so important a question

or consideration, to look up authorities and in­ 
vestigate the question. 
Senator Boggs asked tie indulgence of the 
Senator until the Committee appointed to wait 
upon the Governor should report. Granted. 
The committee reported that it had performed 
the duty assigned it. and was informed by the 
Governor that he would report to the body they 
represented to-morrow, upon the reconvening 
of the Senate. 
Upon resuming the debate, Sqpator Clunie ob­ 
jected to adjournment, as it was such a trivial 
m atter that the Senate should not take up its 
time for two or three days upon it. 
The motion to adjourn was lost, and the ques­ 
tion upon the resolution then came up, the 
President defining his ¡osition as follows: 
That it was within the province ot the Senate 
to create any additional office of porter or rag- 
by reason of necessity, bu; when so created the 
place must be filled by the presiding officer un­ 
der the statute. 
Senator Caminetti appealed from the decision 
of the Chair. 


Senator Vrooman expressed surprise at the 
position taken by some Senators to decide a 
, question of this kind without giving au oppor­ 
tunity to bring to their assistance authorities 
and precedents that are needed, for guidance 
upon such occasions as this. They discuss this 
proposition as though it turned upon the rela­ 
tive smartness, as you might term it, or ability 
of the President of the Senate upon one hand, 
and Senators yjpou the other, to determine the 
qualifications of its pages and porters. That is 
not the question, but the question is as to 
whether tne majority of this Senate is going 
at the very outset of the fession, to violate the 
clear and express language of this statute. 
Section 245 should not be taken with 247, as 
there is nothing in the latter section to afford 
such a construction. If the Legislature framing 
the law intended it to be so laktn, the words 
should have been there stating it, and when 
the Senators desires to have this Senate 
rule, it is au interpolation of something 
into that section which is not there. It is per­ 
haps a waste of time, he said, to read author!- 
ties upon the question, judging by the vote just 
taken, but for the purpose of snowing that the 
President at least lias ruled according to the 
law iavolved, he read from an Ohio Supreme 
Court decision sustaining the decision of the 
Chair. It is not a question of how many pages 
and porters shall be employed, he continued, 
but whether the law is to be disregarded. 
Senator White denied there was a desire to 
override the Constitution, aud asked, “ Where 
does the power come irom to elect officers? 
and answered, " Not irom the Statutes.” The 
Constitution defines the powers to some extent, 
of the Lieutenant-Governor. He could not tell 
how far the question went, as to politics, but 
partisanship could not help arising. He held 
that the power to appoint the pages was dele­ 
gated to the Seuate by the Constitution. 
Senator Vrooman here read another author 
ity, to the effect that where a Constitution is re­ 
vised or amended, the new provision coming 
into operation, and in the language of the old, 
or about the same words, It should be reason­ 
ably presumed that the purpose was not to 
change the law, but it should continue uninter­ 
ruptedly. 
Senator Langford said he had something to 
do with this proposition to have the pages and 
porters appointed by the Senate, aud was en­ 
deavoring to follow the precedent established 
without doing injustice to anybody. He read 
from page 39 of the journal of 1873—being in 
reierence to the appointment of gatekeeper—to 
show precedent for present action. 
Senator White—Is that the precedent Sena­ 
tor Vrooman referred to ? 
Senator Vrooman—No. sir ; that applied to 
Senator Langford and the majority of that Sen­ 
ate.Senator Clunie claimed that Senator Vrooman 
was having a little fun at the expense oí the 
m ajority; was trying to confuse the majority 
and to impede legislation. He claimed that he 
had never heard such a question raised before, 
aud did not want to waste time in its considera­ 
tion, as he had already sweat drops of blood, 
almost, in the caucus, by being bottonholed by 
candidates, and thought the public business 
should not be delayed by a proposition which is 
no nearer to the Senate thau Iceland. 
Senator Vrooman said he would not reply to 
Senator Clunie, blit simply refer to his lecord 
in the past four years, aud would stand upon 
that. As to Senator Langford, he said that 
whenever he started in he always made a mis­ 
take. He stated that when he got through to­ 
day he would take the Senator to his room and 
lecture him on parliamentary’ law, as he had 
very often in the past, but to no good. 
Senator Langfoid here read irom the journal 
of the twenty-sixth session in support of his 
position. 
The President—The question is, Shall the de­ 
cision of the Chair stand as the decision of 
the house? I will state that the sympathy of 
the Chair is already altogether with the pages 
it is proposed to appoint. It is a proper thing 
for the Senate at any time to reverse the de­ 
cision of the Chair, and the Senate’s decision 
will be conclusive. It is the opinion of the 
Chair that the Senate may prepare itself for 
exigencies aud extraordinary occasions, and in­ 
crease its force of employes, but in this instance 
it appears to me that the law is explicit and 
plain in regard to pages aud porters; that that 
belongs to the President of the Senate to ap­ 
point. 
The vote was then taken upon sustaining the 
decision of the Chair, and stood as follows :

therefore sustained and the Chair overruled, 
upon squarely partban purposes, in the face 
and defiance of the Statute aud Constitution. 
Senator Vrooman changed his vote from ave 
tono, aud gave notice that unon to-morrow he 
would move to reconsider tne vote.

Caminetti offered a resolution that Senators 
Jones, Yell aud Wilson be appointed a commit­ 
tee to act in conjunction with a similar commit­ 
tee irom the Assembly, iu the inauguration of 
Governor Bartlett. Adopted. 
By McCarthy—That J. A. Galland and Miss J. 
A. Wolf-kill be appointed Assistant Journal 
Clerks with the same per diem as the Journal 
Clerks. Adopted. 
By Murphy—That Howard Cahill be appointed 
Mail Carrier. Adopted. 
By Jones—That the Secretary of State be in­ 
structed to provide for the use of the Senate 
fifty copies of the pocket edition of the State 
Codes of 1886. Adopted. 
By Moffitt—That the Secretary, Minute Clerk 
and Sergeant-at-A mis of the Senate during tem ­ 
porary organization be allowed oue week’s pay, 
payable out of the contingent fund of the Sen­ 
ate. Adopted. 
The attaches of the Senate were then called 
to the desk of the Seuate, and sworn in. 
Upon motion of Senator Langford the Senate 
adjourned until 11 o’clock to-day.

ASSEMBLY. 
The Assembly was called to order at 11 a. m., 
Sneaker Jordan in the chair. After prayer by 
the Chaplain, Rev. E. R Dille, the journal was 
read, corrected and approved. 
Allen Henry, of Butte. Chairman of the com­ 
mittee appointed to wait upou Governor Stone- 
,man aud notify him of the organization, report­ 
ed that the committee so appointed had dis­ 
charged its duties. 
INTRODUCTION OF BILLS. 
When this order of business was reached 
members arose from all parts of the house, and 
holding bundles of manuscript aloft, yelled, 
" Mr. Speaker.” McDonald of Sonoma was re­ 
cognized, aud sent up to the Clerk's desk the 
first bill of the session. Ma’bews of San Benito. 
Granger of Butte aud Lawrence of San Francisco 
were recognized in turn and each loaded a page 
down with bills. At this juncture the Speaker 
stated that much time and confusion would be 
saved if the members would keep the ” bills” 
in their possession until after the committees 
were appointed. Those sent in would have to 
remain in possession of the Chief Clerk until 
the various committees to whom they must be 
referred were named. 
Granger, Mathews and Lawrence withdrew 
their bills, but McDonald, having got his bill 
in first, was not willing to relinquish that honor, 
and refused to withdraw. His is a bill entitled, 
an Act to propose an amendment to Section i of 
Article 13 of tne State Constitution so as to make 
it read as follows : 
Section 1. All property In the State not exempt 
under the laws of the United States shall be 
taxed In projwntion to its value, to be ascer­ 
tained a sDrovided bylaw. The word “ prop- 
i rty," “as' u?eJ in th s article and section, is 
hereby declared to include moneys, credits, 
bonds, stocks, dues, franchises, and all other 
matters and things, real, personal and mixed 
capable of private ownership : provided, ihat 
growing crops, growing vines and fruit trees, 
property used exclusively for public schools, and 
such as may belong to the United States, this 
State, or to any county or municipal corporation 
within tnis State, shall be exempt Irom taxa­ 
tion. The Legislature may provide, except iu 
the case of credits secured by mortgage or trust 
deed, for a deduction from credits of debts due 
to bona fide residents of this State. 
Heath offered a resolution making Mrs. J. K. 
T royan Assistant Journal Clerk. Referred to 
Committeec on Attaches. 
Coombs ot Napa offered a resolution making a 
place f« r J. J. * Maloney, better known as 
“ Scone bin.” to carry printed m atter irom the 
State Printing Office to the Assembly Chamber, 
at a per diem of 54. 
An attempt was made to suspend the rales 
and elect 
Sc rachin,” so that the per diem 
could commence immediately. This failed, it 
requiring a two thirds vote, and the prominent 
San FraucLco politician will be compelled, like 
all tlie rest, to make his fight before the Com­ 
mittee on Attaches. 
A resolution was passed making all the at­ 
taches' salaries commence on January ^.^Reso­ 
lutions came m thick and fast, making pages, 
assistant clerks and porters, all of which were 
refei red to the Committee on Attaches. . 
Brooks of Ventura was very anxious to| se­ 
cure the appointment ot John S. Wilkins, col­ 
ored, to the position of porter to the Judiciary 
Committee. He claimed that Wilkins was k 
colored man who voted the Democratic ticket, 
and urged that as a reason why Republicans 
should vote for him for that position. Just what 
Brooks' grievance against Wilkins is. the re­ 
porter could not ascertain, but after Brooks’ 
speech, "L oD gJoiii” might as well pack up 
his baggage and "trabbel,'* for tlffit speech 
killed him. A colored man who stood in the 
lobby and heard Brooks’ speech, took a careful 
survey of the sable Democratic politician from 
Frisco, and remarked quite audibly : “A nig- 
gah that would go back on de ole party dat gave 
him freedom, ought be hanged to de lamp­ 
post." 
Carr of Sacramento offered a resolution that 
James A. Oit of Plumas be made 1 hird Assist­ 
ant Engiossing Clerk. Referred to Committee

Carroll of Sacramento offered a resolution 
making Mrs. Edward Cadwalader of Sacra­ 
mento Assistant Engrossing Clerk.

After several more such resolutions. Assem­ 
blyman Heath called a halt. He said the House 
had no need of any of these attaches and assist­ 
ant clerks. He thought it time enough to make 
such appointments when their services were 
required. .

Retoltrd, That ten assistant clerks, ten assist­ 
ant Sergeant-at-Arms, ten porters aud ten 
pages be appointed at §5 per diem, the same 
to be paid out of the contingent fund of the 
Assembly. 
This resolution was declared out of order— 
robabty out of regard to’ the proprieties, and 
>r protection to the public treasury—though in 
L^ality it was just as much entitled to consider­ 
ation as any that preceded it. The members 
recognize that they have an army or piare 
hunters at their back, and are willing to vote 
away the surplus funds of the State in order to 
give them the pecuniary assistance which so 
many of them urge that they stand sadly in 
need of. or as recompense for political services.

To General Jolin T. Carey by the Mem­ 
bers of His Staff. 
General John T. Carey, commander ol 
the Fourth Brigade, was given a compli­ 
mentary banquet at the Hotel de France 
list evening by the officers of his staff. 
The officers all appeared in full uniform. 
The party were seated at the banquet table 
in the following order : 
Major Hubbard, 
General Carey, 
Colonel Donahue, 
General Cosby, 
Governor Stoneman,

Major Léake, 
Press representative, J. B. Harris, 
Major Van Fleet. 
Major Hubbard presided, and Major 
Van Fleet acted in the capacity of master of 
ceremonies and toastmaster, a position he 
filled with much ability. The table was 
fancifully and elegantly decorated with 
fruit and floral pieces, and the menu the 
best the market could afford. All the deli­ 
cacies of the season were served in scores 
of courses, covering over three hours, while 
the wines were the choicest brands from 
Napa valley and sunny France. At each 
plate was a handsome card bearing the 
name of the guest, together with buttoniers 
and bouquets of choicest flowers. On a 
white satin ribbon, three inches in breadth, 
by six in length, was printed a picture of 
two of the Nymphs of Bacchus drawing a 
cork from an immense bottle of champagne. 
In the center, attached by a delicate rib­ 
bon fancifully knotted, was a tiny card 
upon which was printed the following:

H otel de F kance. 
January 5,1887. 
After all had partaken of the many 
courses that had been placed before them, 
viands that would tempt the gods, and 
satisfy the most cultivated taste of the epi­ 
cure, Major Hubbard addressed General 
Carey, welcoming him as their guest to the 
banquet that had been prepared in his 
honor. 
Major Van Fleet stated that he had been 
chosen toastmaster, and after a few compli­ 
mentary and preliminary remarks, pro­ 
posed " The health of our General,” and 
called on General Carey to respond. 
General Carey, in responding, said he ap­ 
preciated highly this mark of respect, this 
token of esteem, which was a voucher of 
the pleasant relations tfiat had grown up 
between the officers and members of the 
National Guard. He did not come pre­ 
pared, be said, to make a set speech. It 
was an occasion where a prepared speech 
could not express bis feelings, could not 
convey his sense of appreciation or the 
love he bore the officers and members of 
the Fourth Brigade. As he was about to 
take his leave of them as their commander, 
it was an occasion of more than pass­ 
ing moment, one that deeply inter­ 
ested him and brought vividly before 
his mind a long line of pleasant thoughts 
covering the four years during which be 
had been their commander. He had en­ 
deavored to discharge bis duties with con­ 
scientiousness and desire for success, in all 
of which he bad been ably seconded by 
those upon his staff. He had been ap­ 
pointed by Governor Stoneman whom he 
was pleased to see present. During his 
administration as Governor, by his earnest­ 
ness and zeal for the National Guard, the 
latter was enabled to have an encampment 
at Santa Cruz. [Applause.] It was the 
Governor's wise counsel that secured that 
encampment, which was of so much vaiu; 
to the military. All officers and privates, 
so far as heard from, express but one senti­ 
ment, give voice to but one judgment, and 
that is that Camp Stoneman was a grand 
success, reflected credit on the administra­ 
tion and resulted in much good to the Na­ 
tional Guard of California. [Applause.] 
The speaker paid a high compliment to 
General Sloneman's administration, and 
reviewed the riiany things that bad 
been brought about during the past 
four years, that had made the citizen sol­ 
diery what it is to day—a credit to the 
proud State of California, and equal to that 
of any State in the Union. In closing his 
address, which was filled with sentiment, 
and frequently applauded, General Carey 
said he was not taking his leave from Sac­ 
ramento. His stay in San F'rancisco would 
be temporary only. He did not want to 
pass out of the remembrance nor the 
hearts of his Sacramento friends. This was 
bis home, and bis heart was with his home 
and the people he loved. Sacramento was 
the dearest spot on earth to him, and wher­ 
ever he went this should by him be re­ 
garded as his home. ’’ I thank you for this 
com plim ent; one I had not anticipated ; 
one I fear I do not deserve. I cannot ex­ 
press the sentiment of my heart. I cannot 
find language to convey to you my sincere 
and heartfelt appreciation. I accept in the 
same spirit that it is given, and hope I may 
ever merit the respei t and este on you now 
so generously bestow upon me.” 
General McComb was next called upon 
to respond to “ The Veteran Guard,” 
which he did in his usual happy and en­ 
tertaining style. In closing he said that 
General Carey stood the peer of any officer 
ot the National Guard, present or past. 
Governor Stoneman was next called 
upon. 
He said: 
It gives me great 
pleasure, as well as no little pain, 
0 meet 
you 
all 
here this even­ 
ing, for 
while this occasion which 
has its pleasures and joys, it also has 
its disappointments, its pains. We meet to 
enjoy an entertainment, at' the end of 
which we are to part, and many ties of 
friendship now binding us are to be sev­ 
ered. Before the final parting I wish to 
express mv thanks and. gratitude for the 
earnest and cordial support and assistance 
1 have received from the senior officers of 
the National Guard, also to the men in the 
rank and tile. I have never called upon 
them when they did not promptly respond. 
To the regimental commanders there is due 
more than a simple notice. I feel they de­ 
serve as much credit as can be possibly be­ 
stowed upon the general officers. Their 
duties are arduous, their zeal commend­ 
able and through their untiring ef­ 
forts California to-day lias four regi­ 
ments of as good soldiers as our 
country has ever had. 
Our country 
has had three grades of soldiers—the 
regulars, the National Guard, and the 
militia. I have belonged to them all, and 
in early days remember attending the 
“ muster,” to take the place of my father, 
when my gun consisted of a “ cornstalk.” 
[Laughter.] I have belonged to the National 
Guard of California, and take as much 
pride 
and 
pleasure 
in 
it 
as 
I 
ever did in the regular service. 
It 
is hard to find better 
men than 
those who come up to the standard 
required by the National Guard. Where 
can you lind better bred, educated, more 
respectable, more highly prized gentlemen 
than those on General Carey's staff? If 
there are any black sheep in the National 
Guard of California he had never discov­ 
ered them. Every officer deserves the po­ 
sition he holds and the rank he enjoys. 
During the past few years he had done 
all in his power to advance every interest 
of the National Guard in which he had been 
ably assisted by the Adjutant-General and 
bis assistant. We have met with much 
opposition, have been called “ holiday 
soldiers.” But, admitting that we have 
been treated lightly, the girls have ever 
cordially greeted the “ holiday boys.” I 
was in hopes tp have our venerable and ex­ 
cellent Goverricr-elect with us to-night, and 
was sorry to hear his letter of regrets which 
has just been read. I wanted him to see for 
himself what kind of men you are, and 
to convince him that you are entitled 
to all he can bestow. [Applause.] We could 
convince him without much difficulty that 
we are not holiday soldiers. I would ask 
him to advocate ii bill giving every regi- 
merft an a-mory of its own. I would ask 
him to have the State furnish every soldier 
with a new uniform. [Applause.] Per­ 
haps 
this will 
be 
the last time 
that I will have the pleasure to 
meet with you. I therefore take this 
occasion to* return thanks for your 
many kind expressions of confidence. 
Soon I will retire to my little home in San 
Gabriel, and I ask you one and all to call 
at my little farm, if vou ever come that 
wav. and the best I have shall be yours. 
[Applause.] The Governor then spoke in 
high and eulogistic terms of Governor 
George C. Perkins, whom he said was one 
of the best friends the National Guard 
ever had in California. He said the 
National 
Guard had become to be 
looked upon as the strong arm of the 
police force throughout the State, and 
without it there wonld not, neither could 
there be, that feeling of safety now enjoyed, 
lie hoped the legislation asked for at this 
session would be passed, and the National 
Guard would continue to be wbat it is to­ 
day, a credit to the State and nation. In 
closing, gentlemeD, accept my thanks, and 
believe me ever your friend. 
General Cosby responded to “ The Na­ 
tional Guard,” giving a brief history of its 
origin and present condition. 
Colonel Tobin responded to the toast 
“ The Ladies ” in his usual happy style. 
Major Jones responded to the toast “ The 
Military Arm of the Government.” 
General J. F. Sheehan, “ The Press.' 


Colonel J. M. Donahue, “ The San Fran­ 
cisco Contingent.”

Mysterious Assassination. 
Tuesday evening, about 7 o’clock, the 
body of Frank Lewis, a Portuguese fisher­ 
man, was found lying on the levee near the 
Lisbon school-house,' Yolo county, oppo­ 
site Freeport, and but a few hundred yards 
from his residence. An examination re­ 
vealed the fact that he had been laid in 
wait for by some one, who fired at him 
with a shotgun from behind a tree, the 
greater portion of the charge of shot strik­ 
ing him in the forehead in such a cluster 
that a large hole was made, through which 
the brain exuded. A messenger was dis­ 
patched to Washington for a Justice of the 
Peace to act as Corouer, and Justice Bright 
went down and held an inquest yesterday 
morning, the jury returning a verdict of 
death from a gunshot wound inflicted by a 
party or parties unknown. The remains 
were brought to W. J. Kavanaugh’s under- 
taking-rooins in this city. Lewis has been 
living on the river for several years, en­ 
gaged in fishing, and has been’ on good 
terms with his neighbors, generally speak­ 
ing, though lie is said to have had a dis­ 
agreement with two of them, relative to a 
fence, some time ago, and one of the two 
was not to be found in the vicinity yester­ 
day morning, when it was desired to have 
him serve on the Coroner’s jury. Whoever 
killed Lewis was evidently will acquainted 
with his habits, and, knowing that he 
would return home by a certain route, was 
able to fire upon him before his victim had 
any knowledge of his danger. Deceased 
was about 35 years of age, and leaves a 
wife and three children. 
Suspected of Burglary. 
About 4 o’clock yesterday morning Win. 
J. Davis was aroused from his slumbers 
by the sound of some one breathing hard, 
as it seemed to hint. When he stirred, the 
aforesaid some one stirred also, and con­ 
cealed himself behind the bed. Glancing 
down tl#t way, Mr. Davis saw a pair of 
red stoAings sticking out, and inquired 
who was there, inclining to the belief that 
it might be a child from an adjoining apart­ 
ment. Rece¡7ing no response, he proceeded 
to get up, when a man sprang from ltis 
concealment, rushed out of the room, down 
the stairs and escaped. As be ran it was 
seen that he was iit bis stocking feet and 
had a red silk hanukerchief tied about his 
face as a disguise. When he went down 
the stairs Mr. Davis had a good look at the 
side of his face. During the forenoon the 
matter was reported to the police, and offi- 
,cer Sullivan concluded that the description 
fitted Mike Bennett, an ex-convict, who is 
in the city. He hunted him up, and Mr. 
Davis was summoned to see him at the 
station-house, and identified him as the 
burglar. His face was then muffled in a 
red handkerchief, and the identification 
was rendered still more complete. He 
denies the charge, and claims that he was 
in bed in his room at the hour the unsuc­ 
cessful burglary took place.

A Lively Time.
